Congressman Omar Burleson of 
Anson and Congressman W. R- 
Poage of Waco have introduced 
hills in the Legislature at Wash­ 
ington that would provide addi­ 
tional acreage for the six basic 
crops in areas of general crop 
failure, to he effective for 1935 
and subsequent year*, according 
to a release to The Herald from 
the nation’s capitol. 
While many Hamlin arca farm ­ 
ers feel the action is taking place 
a little late for effective use this 
crop year, they are gratified that 
attention 
is being 
given their 
plight of four nearly complete crop 
failures. 
The acreage allotments 
Imposed on them prohibit farm ers 
to make much comeback after t a 
failures of recent years. 
The bill provides for temporary 
additional acreage in areas where 
the secretary of agriculture finds 
that a natural disaster has re­ 
duced the average yield for the 
immediately preceding two years 
to less than 50 per cent of the 
highest average yield for such 
areas for any three consecutive 
years of the preceding IO years, 
In the case of cotton, wheat 
and corn the secretary shall allot 
to each eligible farm such addi­ 
tional acreage as may be request­ 
ed by growers. 
In the case of peanuts, rice and 
tobacco, he shall allot to each eli­ 
gible farm an allotment equal to

of one and one-half to two inches 
and at the rate of five to six 
pounds. 
It should be inoculated

and 
not 
broadcast. 
Seed is available at 
local seed and feed stores. 
Sesame, an oil producing crop 
also is planted in rows arui on a 
fine, firm seed bed. 
In 
Jones 
County it should be planted be 
tween May 15 and June 20.

rate of planting is one pound per 
acre which allows about one seed 
per inch in the row. 
To get best results. “ Planet Jr .” 
vegetable planter boxes should be 
used, and these can he mounted 
on standard planter frame. These 
boxes can be ordered by local ma­ 
chinery dealers.

Congressman Omar Burleson of j 
Anson and Congressman \ \ . R- 
Poage of Waco have introduced 
bills in the legislature at Wash- i 
ington that would provide addi­ 
tional acreage for the six basic 
crops in areas of general crop 
failure, to be effective for 195> 
and subsequent years, accordin; 
to a release to The Herald from 
the nation’s capitol. 
While many Hamlin area farm ­ 
ers feel the action is taking place 
a little late for effective use this 
crop year, they are gratified that 
attention 
is being 
given their 
plight of four nearly complete crop 
failures. 
The acreage allotments 
imposed on them prohibit f a r m e r s 
to make much comeback after t s 
failures of recent years. 
The bill provides for temporary 
additional acreage in areas where 
the secretary of agriculture finds 
that a natural disaster has re­ 
duced the average yield, for the 
immediately preceding two J ears 
to less than 50 per cent of the 
highest average yield for such 
areas for any three consecutive 
years of the preceding IO years. 
In the case of cotton, wheat 
and corn the secretary shall allot 
to each eligible farm such addi­ 
tional acreage as may be request­ 
ed by growers. 
In the case of peanuts, rice and 
tobacco, he shall allot to each eli­ 
gible farm an allotment equal to

The entomologist says 


these figures, which are termed conservative, 


show that livestock raisers are not realizing 


full returns from their operations. 


Ironically, says Dr. Fuller, modern research 


hoi found practical ways to control most of 


lodoy'* parasitic enemies. 


Few, lf any, livestock ere completely free 
if Infestation, he says. 
Even the best look­ 


ing animal may harbor a dozen or more dif­ 


ferent parasite species. 


Heaviest losses in cattle come from ex­ 


ternal parasites, horn-flies and grubs. 
How­ 


ever, internal parasites likewise are a major 


problem. 


For every eight animals shipped to market, 
the value of one Is last to parasitism, Fuller 


tmphasizes. 
This means cattlemen are "giv­ 


ing 
away" 
an 
additional 
2,000,000,000 
pounds of meat each year. 


Itudles thaw that losses from parasites 


gnceed IO per cent in poultry. 
One battery 


pl ten Is wasting space, feed and labor and 


equipment.

Parasites are robbing swine producers of 


the value of one pig in every 12, and sheep 


men foe* the problem of combatting a 25 


per cent annual parasite loss. 


They also are believed responsible for many 


disease outbreaks because their infestation 


leods an animal into a weakened condition. 


Steps to help curb most of the troubling 


parasites of Texas livestock require nominal 


time and expense, Fuller adds. 
Livestock men 


who follow regularly recommended parasite 


Controls usually bring heme the highest profits 


from their livestock

guar should locate 
their seed and inoculant, accord­ 
ing to officials of the California 
Creek Soil Conservation District. 
Guar is planted in this area 
around cotton planting time. Use 
icgular maize plates and plant to 
the depth of two to three inches. 
Guar can either he planted by it­ 
self, and bo used as a seed and 
soil improving crop: planted with 
sudan for grazing; 
or planted 
with sorghum for bundle feed. 
If guar is planted with sorghum 
for bundles, it would be better to 
grind the bundles or run them 
through a ham m er mill to enable 
livestock to better eat the guar 
beans. 
Guar 
usually composes 
one-third to one-half of the mix­ 
ture. 
Be sure to inoculate guar beans 
with the right inoculant and fol­ 
low directions on the can. 
There 
is a good supply of locally grown 
guar beans available in the dis­ 
trict. 
See your feed dealer or 
some farmer who planted guar 
last year.
